Responsive to the Notice of Improper FWC Filing Under 37 C.F.R. 1.62 - No 
Filing Date Granted, mailed February 23, 1996, Applicants respectfully request that this notice be 
withdrawn, and that the filing date of January 16, 1996, be granted, based on the following facts. 

1) An Office Action was issued on July 14, 1995, in the prior application, 
U.S. Application Number 08/215,030. A Petition for Extension of Time Under 37 C.F.R.§ 1.136 
requesting a three month extension of time was filed on January 16, 1996. The six month 
response period, including the extension of time, ran through January 14, 1996, which date fell on 
a Sunday, The next available day for filing a response would typically fall on the following 
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Monday; however Monday, January 15, 1996, was a government holiday celebrating Martin 
Luther King, Jr.'s birthday. The next available day for filing a response fell on Tuesday, January 
16, 1996.

Continuing Application. 

Accordingly, applicants respectfully request that the notice be withdrawn and that 
the Commissioner grant the filing date of January 16, 1996.
